.fluences, the same pressure, the same 
mould, as it were, just as if students 
could be turned out like machine made 
poods by the case, bale or gross. Now, 
it seema to us, that the aim of the parent 
and tho teacher should be to so train 
children that they will grow up and be- 
come useful citizens, usetul to themselves 
and useful to others, each according 
to his ability. 
Formerly, the long 


winter term beginning just after Thanks- 
giving, was tho principal term of the 
year. 
The beat teachers were hired, 


Ijnd every scholar of suitable age was ex- 
pected to attend^ and use the time to tho 
very best advantage. 
The summer school 


had more of the primary character, and 
was made up of children who, were too 
young to bo of much use in tho shop or 
in the field: 


We have a good deal of respect for tbe 


memory of the old winter school in the 
country school house, and wo fear that 
the drifting towards the city system and 
methods has sometimes baeii a damage to 
the country farm boy. Wo fear, too, 
that in the general eagerness to crowd all 
the pupils through the different grades, 
Including the high, school and the col- 
lege—for our system points directly that 
Way—we are hurrying over and neglect- 
ing »omo of the most important requisites 
to a goo'd common school education. We 
are reminded of this almost daily as we 
mingle with children, as well as with 
those who have outgrown their school 
days. Too much time is spent at school 
in the endeavor to commit to memory 
the height of the mountains and the 
length of th* rivert of the wo;Id, and to 
remember tho population of cities, which 
few of the scholars will ever see; too 
much in working out difficult arithmet- 
ical puzzles, which work can bo of no 
possible practical use, and, unless there 
has been a great change, too much In 
"parsing" and analyzing sentences by 
rule. At tho same time, there is far too 
little attention given to forming habits 
of correct spoating, plain, straightfor- 
ward, legible writing. It is probably safe 
to say that not more than one out of fifty 
of the letters and postal cards which go 
through our mails,' would bear tho test 
of a printer's proof reading. We should 
not bo surprised if one in five ..hundred 
•would come nearer tho 
facto,—

are used to some extent. Their use was 
discovered among the Russian peasantry, 
and after that they were taken up by 
tho medical men of Germany.

Sew Uses for Leather. 


Until quite recently all decorative 


leather was imported, and although em- 
bossed leather has been produced in 
America, none of the painted leather 
which is nowin such fashionable demand 
was manufactured in the country. More 
than twelve years ago, however, even be- 
fore the Centennial had awakened an 
interest in the marvelous achievements 
of foreign leather-workers, aa attempt 
at its manufacture had been made in 
New York City, and so far the produc- 
tion of painted leather, or, as it is called, 
"illuminated leather," is in the hands of 
one firm. The method of communicating 
color to the material is a trade secret; it 
has the appearance of having been dyed, 
although oil paints only are used for the 
purpose. The effect is not in the least as 
if the colors were merely laid on, for the 
entire thickness of the leather appears 
permeated with color. This result has 
only been obtained after years of study 
and experiment, and the manufacturer is 
an Englishman by birth. 'In every case 
a background of gold or silver is given to 
tho surface of the leather, and the design 
is then tooled in colors, according to the 
taste of the artists. 
Most of the designs 


selected are in imitation of the antique, 
a very few being original, and a prefer- 
nco now is given to those of Moorish 
origin, although Flemish designs play an 
almost equally important part. 


The illuminated leather manufactured 


in New York is acknowledged by com- 
petent judges to excel that which is im- 
ported from Franco or Belgium, for the 
reason that it does not crack or 
show signs of wear, and, in 
fact, 


resembles 
the 
genuine 
antique 


in that the older it grows the better it 
looks.. Moreover it is far more flexible 
t-han French leather, and this makes it 
invaluable as covering for furniture. 
The demand for this decorative leather 
is steadily increasing, 'and it is found of 
such practical value that in the most 
stylish modern houses it is fast taking 
the" place of other materials for ceiling 
and wall decoration. 
Some houses in 


tho city are decorated throughout with 
it; othersTjave wall and ceiling decorated 
in leather for dining-room and library. 
The 
• expense of 
such ornamentation 


varies, but is never light, for, although it 
can be obtained at the rate of fifty cents 
a foot, the best qualities cost over 83 a 
foot, and, as a rule, decorated leather 
guaranteed to wear costs at. least S10 a 
yard. For ceiling decoration it is in- 
variably supplied in one piece, and cross- 
bars of decorative work are used in con- 
nection with it, serving to keep it In po- 
sition, so that if necessary the eutire 
ceiling decoration can be removed like 
any article of furniture. Dark leather

Illuminated leather 
has 


much1 to recommend it for ceiling deco- 
ration from the fact that it catchM the 
rays of light aud presents a varied ap- 
pearance from hour to hour. Three or 
tour years -ago almost all the painted 
leather in demand came from Italy or 
France. To-day there is every probabil- 
ity of American leather being exported 
to European countries. 
The 
li'tsither 


most in demand for decorative purposes 
is the ordinary ox hide; sheepskin is too 
thin, and morocuo is only used for em- 
bossing or fancy purposes. Goatskin is 
occasionally culled tor, but not often. 
Formerly French hides were the only 
ones considered suitable for the purposo 
of painting, but American hides are very 
frequently used. The cost of decora- 
tion by this material varies, as before 
stated; one room in 
a 
mansion in 


Philadelphia was decorated in leather, 
that is, ceiling, walls and chairs wero 
covered with this material, for the sum 
of SI,300, while the enormous sum of 
$8,000 has been paid for the decoration 
of a single room in antique leathers. For 
special orders Levant or Turkey leather 
is decorated, but this is not a usual thing. 


Every year now sees some improve- 


ment in the art. 
It has been proved that 


the tiles can be reproduced in leather so 
exactly that only a keen observer can 
detect the material of which they are 
wade, and it is becoming a fashion to 
frame such tiles as ornaments for mantels 
or brackets. Imported leather in colored 
designs are enormously expensive if they 
are really genuine antiques. For ex- 
ample, an antique wall-hanging, twelve 
yards wide and two in width is valued at 
over 810,000, aud it is estimated that it 
would require fully ten years' work to 
reproduce it by the 
modern method. 


Such a hanging, if used for a dressing or 
library wall, would be accompanied by a 
deep wainscoting of dark wood, mahog- 
any probably, and have a ceiling of the 
same wood richly carved. Oak is also a 
suitable accompaniment for leather, and 
ebonized cherry is constantly used in 
combination with it 
The skill attained 


by the modern worker in leather is so 
great that when antique specimens .ire 
reproduced it is almost impossible to de- 
tect which is the original, except in the 
brightness in 
the 
modern coloring. 


Fnmch artists have long excelled in.this 
branch of art, but they fail to produce 
tho same complete accuracy of detail as 
the American manufacturer. 


Many of the fashionable chairs to-day 


are covered in what is known as Spanish 
hide, which, however, unless really an- 
tique, 
comes either 
from 
France, 


Italy 
or Belgium, and 
is 
manu- 


factured in imitation of the Moorish 
designs which were introduced into 
Spain in the nineteenth century. From 
Spam the art of leather-working traveled 
to the Netherlands during the occupation 
of the country by the Spaniards, and so in 
Flemish specimens we find constant 
trace of the Moorish influence in which 
they really originated. These Flemish 
designs are usually florid and highly 
colored; those which are more purely 
Moorish are geometrical, and lower toned 
in color. Ihe most expensive of all 
leather is that imported in the rough 
from Cordova; it is much used for screens 
and panels, and Flemish designs wrought 
upon it, are especially effective. In early 
days artists whoso fame was made did 
not disdain to paint upon this material, 
and it entered largely into the decora- 
tion of palaces and large buildings at tha 
time of tho earlier renaissance. Although 
it has played the part of all fashions and 
'been from time to time almost lost sight 
of by the general public, it is safe to af- 
firm that there nover has been a time 
when the lovers of the beautiful have not 
sought to express ideas in this material. 
It is extremely durable, and has more to 
recommend it for the purchaser than for 
the man whose bread and butter depends 
upon selling it, for the reason that a house 
once fitted up with it may be considered 
sis needing a little restoration. The same 
is true, of course, of chairs—and the 
durability of leather-covered furniture i» 
one of its greatest rccomendations. Trim- 
mings for leather chairs, whether tho 
material is plain, embossed, or painted, 
vary according to taste and tho dictates 
of fashion. Just now oak, mahogany, 
and ebonized cherry are most in demand. 
Workmen for embossing leather must 
necessarily be skilled artisans. As a-rule 
they are found among English or Ameri- 
cans, although, some Germans are em- 
ployed in the business. The latter are 
'good at imitation but slow to originate, 
land while they follow directions with 
'great accuracy, they seldom aspire to 
^anything like originality.—N, Y, Times,

A Pauper Revolt. 


Last nigh, a revolt attended with 


serious consequences took place at the 
Pauper Refuge of Vienna, furnishing 
fresh evidence of the subversive spirit 
prevailing just now among tho lower 
classes of the capital. The -scene of last 
night's disturbances has nothing in com- 
mon with an English work-house. It is 
established' very much oil the same 
principle as tho Home for Lost Dogs in 
London, The houseless and destitute 
picked up in tho streets bythe police are 
conveyed thither, and are'housed and fed 
until claimed by their relatives, if they 
havo Any, and ii not, they are eventually 
released with a small pittance, generally 
to return in a few days. They are not 
asked to work, and no attempt is made to 
provide them with labor-cven should they 
be industriously inclined. The system 
is execrable, and no wonder thatitshould 
boar bad fruit. The building itself is. 
' situated in the very heart of the city, 
within a stone's throw of the Graben. It 
stands in the midst of a labyrinth of 
filthy narrow streets, with four-storied 
squalid-looking house*, many of them in 
ruins, towering on either side so as almost 
to exclude daylight. It was formerly 
used as a prison, but fell out of repair, 
aid had to be abandoned. In these 
miserable quarters some 250 vagrants,' 
male and female, are packed every night, 
and, after medical inspection, are pro- 
vided with such accommodation as the' 
place affords. The municipal council has 
been contemplating an improvement in 
this state of/affairs for some months past, 
Mil tho elders of the Kaiserstadt arc not 
w6he to hurry matters, and although this 
l! a question that might be settled in a 
Jew hours, it has been allowed to-stand 
over until events force it once more upon' 
their attention. 
When the outbreak oc- 


curr'ed-last night there wore about 200 in-' 
mates in the refuge, forty of whom had 
been brought In in the course of the even- 
ing. They were 
mostly youths from' 


eighteen to twenty and were under the- 
supervision of seven warders. After.'

all parts°of the buildings issued cries of 
"Down with the warders," "Let us burn 
the wretched hole," proving that a re- 
bellion had been organized in advance. 
Another warder was thrown out of a 
gecond-story window, and sustained; grave 
injuries. 
The petroleum lamps were 


Wrenched from off the walls and used for 
getting fire to straw mattresses and fur- 
niture. The flames spread rapidly,- and 
part of the building soon began to;burn. 
A sqfladron of police, with drawn swords, 
arrived simultaneously with the fii'o 
brigade, who, for the first time since they 
had been organized as such, were also 
obliged to make use of their bayonets. It 
would be difficult to convey an idea of 
the melee that ensued. The police and 
firemen were obliged to proceed with 
caution, having no other light than that 
of a few torches and the glow of the 
flames overhead. Tho shrieking o£ the 
women and the savage shouts of the. 
rioters themselves were mingled with the; 
noise of breaking furniture as it was 
thrown out 'of the upper stories into the 
street below. It was fully half an hour 
before order was restored, and it was 
then discovered that the ringleaders had 
contrived to effect their escape. The pre- 
fect of police, the burgomaster, and the 
municipal council reached the scene of 
distubance during the tumult. An in-, 
Spection of tho premises, made after the 
flames had been extinguished, showed the 
whole, place to be wrecked from top to 
bottom. 
Every lamp, chair, and table 


had been smashed. Forty arrests were 
made, and not one of those in custody 
manifested the slightest regret at what 
had happened. Their language, on the 
contrary, testified to their satisfaction at 
tho events of the evening. "You. will 
hear more about us," observed one of 
them. "We arc not prisoners; we are 
paupers," remarked another; while an- 
other, a promising lad of fourteen, on be- 
ing reproached witlrhis frequent appear- 
ance at the refuge, shrugged his shoul- 
ders, and said that work' did not agree 
tvith him. Nevertheless, there can be no 
doubt that even this class of vagrants are 
entitled to better accommodation than 
the pestiferous don where they have been 
lodged hitherto." — -Vienna C'or. London 
Telegraph.

Each Chinaman on entering places him- 
self in front of Joss, and without remov- 
ing his hat or any other preparation, docs 
homage- by a low bow and swiftly raising 
hia hands to his bowed head. With that 
his devotion ends, and he mingles with 
his chattering companions, evidently un- 
moved by tho presence of the god whom 
he worships. There is another temple in 
the building, but lacking the gauainess 
which marks this one. 


The festivities, which arc to last five
